He said th a t he believed 
the benefits to be derived by all 
nations from the league would 
com pensate for any sacrifices that 
m ight have to be made.

LONDON, Dec. 6— (By The As­

m o st im portant an d th e longest 
of th e series. 
W hen it was fin­

be called in to ratify the conclus­ 
ions reached. 
M r. Balfour said

fixed arran g em en ts for President 
W ilso n to visit E ngland

G re at Brit­ 
ain w ould be guided solely by his 
w ish es.

“ I think,” continued Mr. Bal­ 
fo u r, “ a league of nations a vital 
n ecessity if this w ar is to pro­ 
d u ce all the good we expect to 
com e out of it.

The 
w o rld is more com plicated than

B u t I wish to say 
em phatically ln my opinion to de­ 
vise a concert w orkable m achin­ 
ery f o r them is one of th e highest 
fu n c tio n s the conference can deal 
w ith .”

W ilso n 's phrase ‘‘m ake th e world 
safe f o r democracy,” Mr. Balfour 
said:

W e q u aran tin ed against persons 
from a yellow fever district. Now 
we screen off th e stigom ia mos­ 
quito and all is well. 


WTe do n o t allow a child to at­ 
tend school th a t has sc arlet fev­ 
er. 
I t is the opinion of th e most 
enlightened m edical m en of the 
w orld today t h a t influenza is ev 
en m ore contagious th an scarlet 
fever. 
W e isolate an d q u aran tin e scar­ 
let fever and w e stam p it out. Chn 
we do the sam e with influenza? 
Yes, if the e ffo rt is g en eral all 
over th e country, not spasm odic 
or local, but general all o v er the 
country. 
If we stam p it out of Jac k so n ­ 
ville so there is not a case in the 
city .can we rest assured 
that 
we a re to have no more of it? Not 
a bit of it. 
I t m ay re tu rn from 
som e section n o t so zealous

Spanish influenza epidemic which 
swept this country during the a u t­ 
umn “ stole” millions of the best 
years of life from American m an­ 
hood 
and 
womanhood, 
Henry 
Moir, an insurance authority of 
this city, declared here today. 
The average economic loss of 
active life in each case of death 
from the malady or its afterm ath 
was at least 2-5 years, said 
Mr. 
Moir, emphasizing the peculiarity 
of the epidemic, which found most 
of its victims under 30 years of 
age, as compared with the aver­ 
age life of 55 and 60 years 
of 
persons insured in well establish­ 
ed companies. 
Addressing the Association of 
Life Insurance Presidents, 
Mr. 
Moir, who is president of the Ac- 
turial Society of America, 
de-^ 
scribed how the epidemic 
had 
dislocated the standard mortality 
experience of the insurance com­ 
panies In the past 15 years. With 
no pestilence taking toll of lives 
in the United States and Canada 
during that period, he said, 
the 
standards of health 
of persons 
under 50 were found to be much 
better than at any recorded time 
in the past. But the influenza epi­ 
demic, causing 86,828 deaths in 
4 4 large cities in eight weeks, or 
an average of four of every 1000 
of the population, he added, had 
brought a new element into the 
situation. Investigation of claims 
before several 
large 
insurance 
companies, he declared, 
showed 
that 13 per cent of the 
deaths 
were due to influenza and 87 per 
cent to pneumonia following in­ 
fluenza, while less than 2 per cent 
were of persona over 55 years, as 
against 80 per cent under 40 and 
60 per cent under 35. 
From these figures, the actuary 
said, it was apparent that the age 
of maximum virulence of the epi­ 
demic had been under 30, taking 
the young and 
vigorous— “ those 
whom we expected to 
undertake 
much of the world’s work.” 
Mr, Moir warned the 
public 
that there is no assurance that 
the danger is past. “ We 
learn,” 
he said, “that influenza is now 
revisiting Europe and this 
time 
there are indications that it may 
be more objectionable than the 
milder form of midsummer. We 
should therefore take 
warning 
from this recurrence and observe 
watchful care to 
prevent further 
infection, since the disease 
has 
distinctly decreased and seems to 
be dying out in this country.”

Jrug .stocks at the source of sup­ 
ply. 
Big dealers declare that while 
docks in hand are high-priced, 
they are also narrow and con­ 
stricted in many individual items. 
“ Exactly what is awaiting the 
Irug industry is largely a m atter 
of conjecture,’’ said J. W. Morris­ 
o n , a Chicago dealer. “ My opin­ 
ion is that we are going to see a 
em pathetic decline in prices that 
will have 
nothing whatever in 
common with conditions of supply 
md demand. 
“ High prices have been looked 
upon by the consumer as u pro- 
luct of war conditions, and many 
vill expect the end of the war im- 
nediately to bring normal prices, 
[ ain fully convinced, however, 
hat. this will not be the case.” 
The labor situation is not caus- 
ng uneasiness in the 
industry, 
lealers saying that the thousands 
if men returning from the serv­ 
ice will be absorbed through the 
na ny projects long delayed by the 
war. 
Price Readjustment Blow. 
A similar situation obtains in 
he chemical market, where price 
^adjustm ents will be slow and 
rade re-organization steps taken 
autiously, according 
to 
large 
nodueing interests. 
In both drugs and 
chemicals, 
towever, sharp price reductions 
nay be expected in a number of 
articles which have b!6u in great 
demand during the temtp years 
.luce August, 1914. Among these 
Articles is glycerine. A number of 
big war contracts for 
glycerine 
have been cancelled, Castor 
oil 
prices also are expected to slump 
somewhat. 
The paint trade, which exper- 
encetl a big overturn by the w ar’s 
itugnation of the building indus- 
ry, is expecting another tranfor- 
ination when all government re­ 
strictions have bein lifted 
and 
the predicted building boom in 
America is under way. Just when 
this will be, however, leaden* In 
the trade hesitate 
to 
predict. 
They say there must iflrat be a 
diverting of labor aud materials 
from war work to peace 
work, 
and 
that 
this 
change 
will be 
gradual. Moreover, consumers of 
paint and paint materials are not 
expected to become heavy buyers 
until prices declino with the dis­

Tho whole industry, in fact, 
is awaiting

and getting ready to supply the 
increaesed demand expected When 
the situation clears.

At a m eeting of the directors 
of the Morgan County Historical 
Society held recently in the direc­ 
to r ’s room of the F arm er’s State 
Bank & T ru st company prelimin- 
try plans w ere discussed for the 
preservation of the 
records 
of 
Morgan county in the great world 
war. 
Dr. C. II. Rammelkamp, presi­ 
dent of the Historical Society, 
was appointed a committee of one 
to confer with the trustees of the 
public liblary to see if some a r­ 
rangement could be 
m ade 
to 
house these records in the libpirfy. 
Speaking 
of 
the m atter last 
night Dr. Ram m elkam p said: 
“ Samuel Insult, 
chairman 
of 
the National Council of Defense 
and the president of the state his 
torical society have both written 
urging that immediate steps be 
taken to collect and preserve all 
county records of the late war. 
“ It is realized that if this is 
tak en 
up 
while the m atter is 
fresh in the minds of the people 
th a t a record can be collected 
th a t will be of great historical 
value in future years. 
The diffi­ 
culty of the veterans of the civil 
w ar in securing the names of Mor­ 
gan county m en who served d u r­ 
ing the wrar of the rebellion, to 
place on the soldier’s m onum ent 
indicates the need of concerted 
action at this time. 
“ The records it is purposed to 
collect would contain the nam e of 
every soldier who was in military 
service from this county. 
The 
plan as discussed by the directors 
is to have an envelope with each 
soldier’s name and In this will be 
placed 
all 
newspaper clippings 
pertaining to him during his mil 
ita ry career. 
This record will 
be kept after he retires to civil 
life. 
In this m anner the record 
will always be up to date and a 
m a tte r of great convenience for 
reference work. 
“ It has been suggested th a t the 
money secured from the ?ale of 
Centnnial half dollars be used to 
defray the expenses of collecting 
this data. 
The half dollars ars 
sold for one dollar each whiefh 
gives a profit of fifty cents on 
each coin.” 
Dr. Rammelkamp said th a t the 
plan also included 
data 
of all 
boards engaged in war endeavors, 
such as the 
exemption 
board, 
committees for Red Cross, United 
W a r Work, Y. M. C. A., Knights 
of 
Columbus 
and 
similar 
or­ 
ganizations. 
All of these commit­ 
tees and boards will go out of ex­ 
istence soon and within a few 
yearji it will be difficult to secure 
the names of the ones who com­ 
posed them. 
Some work already has 
been 
done by the public library force 
in clipping from the daily papers 
item s of interest pertaining to 
Morgan county men in service. 
It 
it probable th a t the plans will be 
completed at an early date and 
th e work of collecting the rec­ 
ords begun.
